THE GROWTH OP ALFALFA. 
| 


[Xew York Sun.] 


The 
alfalfa or lucerne plant is 


somewhat similar to the common red 
clover, especially ia respect to the 
fortn of the root, although consider- 
ably larger. The center or taproot 
penetrates the soil to a great depth, 
drawing most of its support from tho 
subsoil, and this in one of the rea- 
sons why the clovers are said to be 
less exhaustive to land than plants 
uhich «end out many fibrous or feed- 
ing ro"ts DOT the surface. The clo- 
vers through their long perpendicu- 
lar roots draw nutriment from the 
soil below tUat part which has been 
disturbed by tho plough or reached 
by other plants, leaving the fertility 
of the Boil almost unimpaired. Such 
plants do for many farmers what 
tliey neglect to do themselves, that 
is, bring tho fertilizing elements of 
the lower strata of tho soil into use. 


Alfalfa thrives best iu climates 


where the growing season is long and 
bot, and if droughts occur the deep- 
ly penetrating roots will usually find 
moisture sufficient to support life, if 
not insure a vigorous growth. 
In 


California the alfalfa seems to have 
found a very congenial climate, and 
some wonderful growths are reported, 
but we read of nothing more sur- 
prising on this point than the follow- 
ing account of a root lately sent to the 
office of the Pacific Rural Prexs: 
"The plant to which our correspon- 
dent .illndes was duly received m a 
large sack, which, when opened dis- 
closed something like an old-fash- 
ioned brusu pile. In fact, as we 
stiaightened and laid out the speci- 
men, we could not help thinking that 
a hatchet would be an assistant. Tha 
main root, at the place where it 
branched out into a thick crown of 
matted roots, was six and a half 
inches in circumference or a little 
more than two inches in diameter. 
From this point the tap root extend- 
ed four and a half feet, lapering 
down to a point where it was broken 
off. At this point it was still more 
than half an inch in diameter, so 
that there was more further down.

This main root, as our correspondent 
notes, was devoid of laterals, and was 
a straight thrust down into the lower 
soil. At the top there was a tangled 
growth of laterals, making a bunch 
of roots which would fill and cover a 
square yard of soil, and some twisted 
roots were three-quarters of an inch 
thick. These wore evidently thrown 
out because of the injury to the main 
root, as it was nearly severed—prob- 
ably by gophers." 


The above description will give 


those of our readers who are unac- 
quainted with the plant mentioned 
very good idea of'its habit of growth 
in very rich soils and warm climates. 
The large fleshy roots are liable to be 
injured by cold, the crown or upper 
part especially, and when this is 
destroyed the remainder usually lie 
cays without 
throwing up 
new 


sprouts. 
Lucerne, or as it is more 


commoulyS called of late years, al 
i'alfa, is a valuable forage plant foi 
rnild climates, the peculiar form o: 
the roots enabling it to withstand se- 
vere droughts well, and it would 
equally valuable for cold ones, if it 
was not for the iujury to the buds on 
the crown by frosts, 
Every farmer 


must have observed when examining 
his clover fields in Spring many 
large plants, with the crown, or up 
permost part of tiie main root, deac 
and rotten, with no signs of sprouts 
appearing from below, the buds on 
top having been killed by the frosts 
of Winter. This ia, of course, more 
likely to occur when the 
plants 


have been pastured late iu the Fail 
no herbage having been left to pro 
tect the crowns, as there always 
should be, when they are not likely 
to be covered witfe a good depth o 
snow during the eold weather. The 
roots of the alfalfa, 
being much 


larger than rui1 carnmon red clover 
are mare liable to injury from cold 
even if they were equally hardy 
which, unfortunately, is not the case 
as the alfalfa is a Dative of a wirme 
climate than red clover, a fact wiiicl 
should be recognised by those who 
attempt to cnltivate it in the 3f<jrth 
ern States.

The calla lily roots of which may be 
procured of any florist, is one of our 
finest p'anta for house crowing when 
properly treated. The best method 
we have tried is to procure sn earth 
en jar suitably decorated on the out 
side, if desired, by painting or past- 
ing on of frieze or flower pictures, or 
by a paper open work covering 
In 


this pla-e rich mould some five or 
six inches deep, and in this set the 
calla plant 
Now put on the top of 


this mould a layer of clean coarse 
sand about two inches deep, and on 
top of this some small pebbles Then 
fill the jar with water and replace as 
evaporated, so as to always nave the 
water seveia) inches deep above the 
pebbles Place in a warm and sunny 
window, and the plant will throw up 
laige, luxuriant leaves, to be followed 
by the magnificent bloom. 
What is 


still better, the flower stalks will be 
sent up in succession so as to afford 
a nearly continuous series of flowers. 
A few minnows introduced into tbe 
water will usually thrive without 
further care, and afford a pleasing 
study
